Ho wns an artist of considerable abil-
ity, exhibiting for a number of seasons
paintings in oil nnd in wnter color at
the exhibitions of tho Pennsylvania
Acndemy of the Flno Arts nnd nt thoso
hold by tho Artists' Fund Society of
Philadelphia. Ho dovoted much time to
tho study of genealogy.
